Not a sustainable plan 


T he province of Ontario 

continues to sell the house 
to pay off the mortgage. 

First, it was the sale of Hydro 
One, with plans to put 60% of the 
public utility in private hands; 
now it's the sale of the LCBO 
headquarters and 11 acres of 
waterfront property. 

The province is scrambling 
for cash, for new infrastructure 
and transit - but it’s just not a 
sustainable model. 

The LCBO land sale will generate 
$260 million. It’s a fiscal hill, 
compared to Ontario’s mountain 
of financial commitments, for 
everything from new roads to 
new transit - and it still leaves the 
LCBO looking for a site to build 
a new warehouse. It also raises 
the question: Is it a step towards 
privatizing the LCBO? 

That’s something that Ontario 
residents have opposed, 
recognizing that the board 
generates substantial annual 
revenues. Residents know that a 
one-time infusion of cash is no 
substitute for a long-term revenue 

The sale of Hydro One is expected 
to generate $9 billion. The Wynne 
government will retain 40%, which 
means that energy rates will still 


be set by the Ontario Energy Board 
and not by profit-seeking, but 
neither will the money necessarily 
go back into the system. 

So, who will cover the $27 billion 
in debt still waiting to be “retired," 
from the original break-up of 
Hydro One? Who will pay for 
the refurbishing of aging hydro 
infrastructure? It will still be the 
ratepayers, already coping with 
the impact of decisions based on 
a premise of growing demand, not 
energy conservation, and a poorly- 
thought-out FIT program that 
locked in green energy sources at 
inflated rates. 

It means that Ontario's energy 
rates will likely continue to be non¬ 
competitive, an impediment to 
attracting new industry and new 
jobs, and a burden on residential 
ratepayers. 

The sale of assets creates a one¬ 
time infusion of cash - but one¬ 
time only. It doesn’t address future 
needs, or the ongoing costs of 
operation and maintenance. And 
come to think of it, with none of the 
money raised going to pay off debt, 
it’s not really like selling the house 
to pay the mortgage - more like 
selling the house to buy a new car. 
And leaves us wondering, what else 
will be up for sale?
